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er at the Farmers {Instituate meet- 
ing arranged under the aupsices of 
the Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture. Mr. Bark has been in 
charge of U. 8. goverernment agri- 
cultural work in Idaho for some 
years and is acknowledged to be 
one of the foremost authorities on 
irrigation and agriculture. 

The main points made were first 
the wonderful feeding value of al- 
falfa as shown by the careful exper- 
iments at the state experimental 
stations all the way from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific. 

At the Illinois experimental sta- 
tion a comparison was made be- 
tween alfalfa and timothy feed to 
milk cows and it was found that 
with milk at $1.30 per cwt. that a 
ton of alfalfa was worth $10.68 
more than a ton of timothy 
when fed with a grain ration for 
milk production. In other words 
if timothy was worth $10 per ton 
then for milk production alfalfa 
would under these cunditions with 
milk at $1.30 per cwt. be worth 
$20.68 per ton. 

The feeding value of alfalfa for 
hogs was demonstrated by gstatistics 
from the Nebraska experimental 
station and it was shown that sows 
could be wintered on good alfalfa 
hay and a littlegrain and the sow 
and young pigs fed on grain and al- 
falfa pasture. Worked out on a 
large scale with wheat at 70 cts. per 
bushel it was proved that the cost 
of a 50 pound pig was $1.68 each 
From this point on the pigs on a 
proper grain ration and alfalfa 
could be raised to marketable size at 
$4.68 per hundred pounds of pork 
produced, allowing a fair value for 
the alfalfa hay and pasture and 
oharging wheat at 70 cents per 
bushel. . 

Other figures were given to show 
the value of alfalfa for horses and 
sheep. 

The matter of selecting the pro- 
per ground for alfalfa was discussed 
and the preparation of the ground 
and planting of the seed explained. 
Good well drained soil is necessary 
for alfalfa and the seed bed should 
be fine and smooth. Special pains 
should be taken in preparing the 
land where irrigation is available. 
The alfalfa seeds are small and a 
good seed bed reasonably free from 
weeds is desired, About 16 pounds 
per acre seeded one and a half inches 
deep was thought to be right under 
average conditions, The matter of 
careful inoculation of the new field 
with earth from an old field was 
emphasized as being especially im- 
portant. The sunlight kills the 
bacteria in a short time so the ino- 
culation earth must be handled 
carefully and harrowed in at once 
after spreading on the field, The 
best time being ona rainy or cloudy 
day or late in the evening. The 
beat time to sow alfalfa is late in 
May or June, It should be clipped 
when six or eight inches high and 
this will allow the plant to stool out 
and strengthen the tap root, It 
should go into the winter the first 
year with 
yg owth to hold the snow and pro- 
tect the plants. 

Mr, Bark has a picture of some 
alfalfa roots six years old that were 
dug last summer near Strathmore

Mr. Bark went on to say t bat for 
rougher or wetter lands a mixed 
pasture grass beat anything else as 
there was a grass to meet every con- 
dition wet or dry, heavy or light 
soil etc. Some grasses did well in 
the snade like orchard’ grass and 
some liked wet places like red top. 

For dry lands a mixture of brome 
grass, western rye grass and or- 
chard grays was recommended. 

Where water for irrigation was 
available the following was +ecom - 
mended: 

8 lbs. Kentucky Blue grass. 

2 lbs. Timothy. 

2 lbs. White Clover, 

2 lbs. Red Top. 

4 lbs. Orchard grass. 

4 lbs. Meadow Fescne. 

4 lbs. Western Rye grain, 

A similar mixture was planted in 
Idado and carried three two-year- 
old steers through the season with- 
out a bite of other feed and al- 
though the steers were too fat to 
start with to make the biggest gain 
possible they did make a gain of 
680 ibs. in that time by weighing 
in and out of the field. With beef 
at 6 centa per pound that isa 
splendid return for one measured 
acre of ground. All these grasses 
are hardy and should do as well 
here though our season is no doubt 
shorter. 

Mr. J. Cook of Cochrane discuss- 
ed feeding and general farming in 
Alberta, especially with reference to 
stuck raising and dairying. He is 
farming a half section and had a 
gross return of $3800 last year from 
hisShorses, dairy cows and hogs. 

Milking 10 cows now his cream 
check last month was $71 and by 
his system of farming he has a cash 
income each month of from $62 to 
over $500 which puts him on a 
cash basis and by this system he 
has a good return every year. 

Mr. Cook explained the returns 
he got from fall rye pasture in hand- 
ling his stock. 

Mr. Bark is on the C.P. R. staff 
as irrigation and agricultural ex- 
pert and his services will be largely 


for the benefit of the farmers of the 
irrigation block who may feel per- 
fectly free to consult him on any 
matter along their line in which 
they may be interested.

rescinded on the ground that irrigation was of no benefit 
to lauds in the irrigation block, that the seasons were too 
short to grow crops successfully by means of irrigation and 
that irrigation delayed the ripening of grain, and brought 
alkali to the surface of the ground. 

Mr. Babcock’s action was heard béfore Mr. Justice 
Hyndman at Calgary May 17, 18, 19,1915, The plaintiff's 
case was supported by the evidence of W.D.Trego, Langley 
C. Moore and Norman N., Hayes, residents of the Gleichen 
district. Robert Stuart, a chemist and assistant director at 
the Utah Experimental Station at Logan,Utah, and Erneat 
McCulloch, an engineer of the United States Reclamation 
Service, were also called by the plaintiff. After the pres- 
entation of the plaintiff's case Judge Nyndham dismissed 
the action without calling on the defendants to give 
evidence. 

Plaintiff appealed to the Appellate Division and the 
judgment which has just been handed down dismisses the 
appeal, with costs. The judgment of the court is written 
by Mr. Justice Beck and concurred in by Chief Justice 
Harvey, Mr. Justice Scott and Mr. Justice Stuart. 

This action has been followed with much interest by 
farmers and others as it. was understood to be a test case to 
establish whether or not any foundation existed for com- 
plaiate bys certain -section of;.fararera in the [rrigation 
block that conditions were not editable for irrigation. The 
unanimous docision df the court «seems to clear away any 
doubt upon that score. ' 

The above despatch means much to this district as 
many farmers have stated that they were waiting upon the 
decision before signing up their new contracts with the 
company, which decision they would accept as final. The 
settlement of this long standing dispute will be received 
joyfully by both the farmers and towaspeople and should 
serve to re-establish confidence and bring many new set- 
tlers into this district.

We believe that tere 
is no other way to build up a strong 
healthy national life in Canada as ef- 
fective as the creation of a divers'fed 
manufacturing industry, as wel: as 
successful agricultural, lumberiig und 
fishing industries. Last month we 
went a step further than ever before 
and announced that hereafter we 
would accept no new advertising con- 
tracts from any foreign manufacturer 
unless they start a branch plan: in 
Canada. When we decided on tiis 
policy we expected it would entuil a 
sacrifice, anc our expectations have 
been realized. So far we have (1) Re- 
fused to quote rates to a Boston ad 
vertiser; (2) Held up a quarter page 
order until the United States firm in- 
volved starts its Canadian branch; (3) 
Lost a full page from a Canedian 
wholesale firm and (4) Lost half page 
from a Chicago advertiser. These 
losses simplify our problem, however. 
We want to be the great advocaie of 
“Canadian-Made” goods, and the goon-

“A total eclipse brings darkness 
only for a few minutes, but Free Trade 
darkens the fires in the factories for 
a whole Free Trade administration.” 

“Germany can deliver in Chicago, 
duty paid, for 40 cents an article cost- 
ing 80 to 90 cents in a Cincinnati 
factory; a German woman can do for 
75 cents the same work for which an 
American man {is paid $8.50; yet Free 
Trade invited them to rush in their 
cheap foreign labor products and let 
the American workman take his place 
in the soup line.
